It  is  well  touuder.staud  that  it  is  not  the 
absolute  necessities  that  we  find  it  eo 
hard  to  meet,  but  the  tidlitiona  wants. 
God  promises  us  shelter,  but  not  n  pal¬ 
ace  ;  and  raiment,  but  no  chinebellu  ; 

As 
long  as  We  have  enough  to  meet  the  pos¬ 
itive  necessities  ol  life,  we  ought  to  be 
coutrul  anti1  wa  cau  ufford  th*  tiuj**rfln- 
ities.  An  soon  as  you  *<  e  a  matt  deli  bar 
atuly  content  that  his  outgo  xhall  exceed 
his  iocome,  you  may  know  he  has  start¬ 
ed  ou  the  broad  road  to  bankruptcy  and 
moral  ruin. 

This  wholesale  extravagance  account* 
for  a  great  deal  of  depression  in  a  na¬ 
tional  fiuancies.  Aggregates  nr*  made 
up  of  uuits,  uud  so  long  as  one  half  of  tbe 
people  of  this  country  are  in  debt  to  the 
other  Jialf,  you  cau  not  have  a  healthy 
Anancui  condition.
